However, there appeared to be 
more heat than light in Esch’s ex- 
planation. He insisted that his €e- 
versal of his previous position had 
resulted partly from new facts, but 
he was rather vague about their 
character. 

Reed declared in his Senate 
speech that no new facts had been 
presented since the commission 
voted two years and a half ago to 
deny the favored treatment sought 
by Pennsylvania coal operators. 
The real influence responsible for 
the change of fact, Reed declared, 
Was political pressure exercised 
through President Coolidge by the 
Pennsylvania interests. represented 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon and Senator David Reed. 

Pennsylvania Differential. 

As explained in Friday's Post- 
Dispatch the effect of the Com- 
mission’s decision was to give 
Pennsylvania coal operators an ad- 
vantage of more than 50 cents a 
ton over the operators of Virginia, 
West Virginia, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, in freight rates on coal 
shipped to the Great Lakes. Penn- 
sylvania operators sought this dif- 
ferential in 1925 but the Commis-

I do not agree with Mr. Nathan's opinion 
that his humorous disesteem for politics is 
due to his superior taste. I think it is due 
to an inferior education. to a somewhat 
lazy incomprehension of what politics deal 
with, and to an imagination which is de- 
fective in dealing with realities that are 
complex, invisible and elusive. Attending a 
show is much easier than observing the po- 
litical scene. The whole story is presented 
at once, and in less than three hours. 
whereas in politics the show goes on for- 
ever, and all that anyone can watch is an 
episode here and there. That. of course, 
makes it difficult to discern the plot and 
to realize the significance of ahy one epi- 
sode in the whole story. In the theater, 
moreover, the idea has Become a story, 
whereas in politics it remains entangled in 
the reugh confusion of reality. To the mass 
of men politics are therefore almost never 
interesting until they can be presented as 
theater. For the ordinary human mind in- 
sists upon the dramatization of events. This 
is the only form which it finds easily in- 
teresting, and where, as in the theater, there 
is not only dramatization but visualization, 
imagination is aroused with the least pos- 
sible effort.

An innovation in Boy Scout ac- 
. tivities will be undertaken this 
Lsummer by the St. Louis Council 
'of Boy Scouts, by the conducting 
for scouts in this area of four tours 
' covering together a large part of 
7 the United States. Three of the 
® trips will be to the East, and one, 
, the longest, to Yellowstone Park. 
} 4s far as known, no other council 
"® bas attempted anything similar. 
_ The tours are an outgrowth of 
the Tepee Campers’ bus trip to the 
§ Zest last year, as a climax to a 
® timmer at Irondale, the official 
@ “mp of the local organization. 
4 : The trip, made in a small bus be- 


longing to the council, occupied a 
week, but so numerous were the 
requests for a repetition this year 
that the present much more com- 
prehensive program was adopted. 
To fullfil it, two new and larger 
busses and two light baggage trucks 
have been bought, and will be used 
on all tours. 
Room for 50 or 60 Boys. 

On all four trips between 50 and 
60 scouts can be accommodated, 
in addition to the executive in 
charge, his assistant, a doctor, and 
men for bus and truck drivers, 
cooks and helpers. The boys will 
pitch their own camps and spend 
all nights under canvas, except on 
two of the Eastern trips, when two 
nights each will be spent at a hotel 
at Atlantic City. All food and bag- 
gage, both general and personal, 
will be conveyed on the trucks, one 
of which will also carry a travel- 
ing field-kitchen, making the en- 
tire outfit completely independent 
of cities or towns. All tours will 
be conducted along the same lines, 
the only difference being in the 
route and the number of days 
spent traveling. 

The three Eastern trips will be 
in charge of Field Executive S. C. 
Reaves of the West District, as- 
sisted by C. P. Melton Jr., of the 
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headquarters staf’ The Yellow- 
stone tour of the Tepee Campers 
will be headed by L. L. Hotchkiss, 
the new assistant scout executive 
of the local council. Melton will 
assist him also. Dr. C. E. Colgate, 
official first aid merit badge ex- 
aminer, will go on al] trips as the 
physician. 

The first camp, the Gypsy 
Hike, will be the shortest, leaving 
St. Louis June 9 and returning 
June 23. The exact itinerary has 
not been worked out, but the 
Gypsies probably will visit Wash. 
ington. While they are away, the 
first Roving Camp will start, mem- 
bers of this going to Irondale, June 
16, camping there and getting in 
condition for the trip until] the 
Gypsies return. They will then 
swing in a circle through Gettys- 
burg, Philadelphia, Atlantic City, 
Baltimore and Washington, from 
there cutting stratght across the 
Alleghenies to the main highway 
to St. Louis.

Trip to Last a Month. 

The Tepee Campers represent 
the acme of camping in 8t, Louis 
scouting, spending their entire 
Summer either at Irondale or on 
the road. They must be first-class 
merit badge scouts, and must have 
had previous camping eaperience, 
as woodcraft and outdoor subjects 
are their specialties. To prepare 
for their long ride, they will arrive 
at Irondale June 380, remaining 
there until the return of the Rov- 
ers July 12. One month will be 
spent on the busses, following the 
route shown on the accompanying 
map. Yellowstone Park, the Gar- 
den of the Gods, Pike’s Peak, Den- 
ver and Big Springs Park will be 
visited before they return for two 
weeks more at Irondale, where 
they will remain until the close 
of the camp, Sept. 2.

Mr, Mantell and Miss Hamper have decided that the classical 
drama shall not disappear from the stage if they can help it. Ac- 
cordingly comes the announcement that the highest price for seats 
during their St. Louis engagement will be $1.50, with the upper 
sections of the house scaled at $1 and 50 cents. The Wednesday 
Matinee, taking place on Washington’s Birthday, a holiday when most 
theaters charge top prices, will be a bargain affair, the best seats 
selling at $1, with others available at 75 cents and 60 cents. It is 
believed that these prices will bring out capacity audiences, and if 
this happens everybody will be satisfied that prices are a most im- 
portant factor in what is happening to the legitimate theater.

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A Half Century of Shakspeare—and Mantell 


ATE herself set a tragic stage 
fF for the voyage which brought 

to America a young man who 
Was later to be one of the few 
Stage tragedians of our day. 
Young Robert B. Mantell with a 
contract in his pocket to tour 
America with the great Madame 
Modjeska, unable to sleep and 
thinking of the homeland which he 
was leaving and ef the new land 
to which he brought his talents 
walked upon the deck of the ocean 
liner the Helvetia. In the early 
hours of the morning, suddenly, 
without warning the Helvetia 
orashed into the little revenue cut- 
ter “The Fanny" cutting her 
squarely in two as with a knife. 
When the sailors and passengers 
rushed on deck Mantell was throw- 
ing a rope overboard. Seven men 
were rescued but the rest of the 
crew went down. Two weeks later 
Robert Mantell made his profes- 
sional debut on the American stag: 
at Albany N. Y., as Tybalt ~in 
“Romeo. and ~Juliet.’”’ The date 
was Nov. 18, 1878. 

This story with a great many 
others has been written by C. 
J. Bulliet into a biography which 
he called “‘Robert Mantell’s Ro- 
mance.’ Although Mantel! has been 
associated with the name  0of 
Shakspeare for many years it must 
be remembered that his first great 
successes were in the old fash- 
ioned melodramas “Monbars,” ‘“*The 
Corsican Brothers,” “‘The Face in 
the Moonlight,” and many others. 
Bulliet tells this story of the open- 
ing in New York of “Fedora.” 

Fanny Davenport had secured 
from Sardou the American rights 
to his new play, “Fedora,” by the 
payment down of a cool $35,000 in 
cash.

In 1883 Mantell as “Loris 
Ipanoff’ flashed upon New York 
as one Of the most brilliant actors 
of his time. For 10 years he was 
a star of magnitude, and then sud- 
denly he disappeared from the the- 
atrical heavens of the metropolis. 
One misfortune had followed close 
on the heels of another, family 
troubles, financial reverses and 
worst of all legal proceedings kept 
him from New York. When he 
returned he was a stranger. New 
York fickle then, as now, had for- 
gotten; but one night he electri- 
fied Broadway in his transcendent 
performance of Richard III just 
as he had captured that blase 
thoroughfare years before in Fe- 
dora. 

On the night before his sched- 
uled appearance at the Princess, 
Mantell slept at the Lamb’s Club. 
Farlier in the evening he had been 
discussing his proposed venture 
with friends.

Mantell’s refusal to order a scenic 
rehearsal rankled in the breasts of 
the Princess house crew. They 
concocted a scheme that would 
“break up the .show.” 

One of the stage hands in cross- 
ing behind the drop lunged heavily 
against the actor through the can- 
vas, almost knocking him down. 
He had hardly done so when an- 
other tripped over a stage brace 
and saved himself from falling only 
by throwing out his arms and 
striking Mantel a heavy blow 
through the drop. 

So admirably impassive did Man- 
tell seem to the insolence that even 
the most experienced playgoer in 
the audience did not notice there 
was anything seriously wrong. 
Mantell finished his lines and went 
off for a few moments, inwardly 
boiling but outwardly calm.

The old tumble- 
down building in

Gaby Deslys, Lina 
Cavalieri, Anna Held, Loie Fuller, Isa- 
dora Duncan, Cleo de Merode, Liane 
de Pougy, ‘‘La Belle Otero,’ Emilienne 
d'Alencon, Mistinguett, Spinelly, Po- 
laire and a host of other famous sing- 
ers and dancers thrilled several gen- 
erations of American tourists has been 
completely torn down during the past 
year and, by an apparent feat of leger- 
demain, a new structure seating 1740 
persons—the old house seated only 
920—nhas been erected without a sin- 
gle performance being interrupted. 

It will mean an increased revenue 
for 300 inmates of the “‘Quinze-Vingt,”’ 
a state institution for the blind, al- 
though one wonders what Father 
Quentin Courtin, the kind-hearted old 
priest who donated this parcel of land 
several centuries ago, would think of 
the use to which it is being put? 

“T hereby bequeath in perpetuity my 
garden on the outskirts of Paris, in 
‘which I have spent so many quiet 
hours, to the poor sightless folk of the 
Quinze-Vingt, who may use it for any 
worthy purpose they see fit.’’ he wrote 
in his will on June 3, 1579, but a lot 
of water has passed over the dam since 
then and by some ironic turn of fate 
his qulet garden has become a “tem- 
where troupes of more

or less nude chorus girls kick up their 
heels every night. 

To start at the beginning of the 
history of the Follies, one must g0

and electrical engineer, and apparently 
of sound mind. 

And he can offer some apparently 
sound reasons why his attempt will 
succeed while those of previous experi- 
menters in the past have failed. As 
evidence of his belief, he has spent

Despite the offers of several persons 
who want to accompany him, including 
one woman, Marie Snow of Tampa, he 
is going alone.

But that hinges some- 
what on the nature of the reception 
he is given on Venus. 

Condit’s hope for success is based 
mainly on a comparatively new the- 
ory of interplanetary traveil—the ex- 
pectation that after leaving the earth’. 
atmosphere the projectile will be car- 
ried bya meteor stream to Venus. He 
has decided upon the last of February, 
or the early part of March, for de- 
parture, since at that time there will 
be @ meteor stream flowing between 
the earth and Venus. 

Eight years ago Condit first began 
0 interest himself in the possibilities 
of reaching another planet, and he 
gave up much of his research work in 
chemistry to carry on a number of ex- 
beriments and tests at his laboratories 
in Condit, Ohio, which is his home and 
Which was, incidentally, named for cer- 
‘ln of his ancestors.

“Interplanetary communication has 
been the object of many experiments, 
since man learned that the planets 
were worlds like his own, but most of 
these experiments in the past have had 
for their objective the planet Mars, 
which is no longer considered inhab- 
itable for any animal which can live 
upon the surface of the earth. 

“Of only one-eighteenth the mass of 
the earth, Mars’ atmosphere and gravi- 
tational attraction are not sufficient 
to permit the existence of any animal 
capable of withstanding the pressure 
of 16 pounds to the square inch. 

‘‘Even if breathing were possible 
and their blood vessels did not burst, 
their limbs, particularly the shoulders 
and hips, which are held in place by 
vacuum cups, would fall from their 
sockets. 

“Of all the other planets, Mercury, 
the nearest insorder of distance to the 
sun, has no atmosphere and no organic 
life. 


ad Vi ENUS, the objective of the 
projectile now under con- 
struction here, is a true sis- 
ter to the earth, of practically the 
same size,. surface and atmospheric 
conditions; her mountain ranges are 
higher than those of the earth, some of 
them being more than 20 miles in 
height. There is a much larger pro- 
portion of land, especially around the 
equator. 

‘‘Next in order of distance from the 
sun is the earth, and next is Mars. 
These are the four terrestrial planets, 
which are the only members of our 
solar system, with the exception of 
some of the smaller satellites and plan- 
ets, which have an outer crust. The 
other four major planets of the solar 
system—Jupiter, Uranus, Saturn and 
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m Twenty Hours. 


Neptune—are of 
only one-quarter 
or less the densi- 
ty of the earth 
and would not 
support any form 
of organic life. 

“Of the small- 
er planets, from 
Ceres, the largest, 480 miles in 
diameter (Bernard); Pallas, 300 
miles in diameter; Vesos, 240, 
and Juno, 120, to Aros and 
Others, 20 miles in diameter, 
none are likely to be intimately 
investigated by man in the near 
future because of their smal! 
size. 

“In the past, the rocket has 
been the instrument favored in 
the early experiments for use in 
interplanetary communication, and to- 
day we have a machine which will 
probably be called a rocket by the pub- 
lic, but which is very different from 
the old rockets. 

“All attempts at interplanetary 
communication with these rockets have 
been failures, or the results have been 
unknown. About 1827, in what 
might be termed the first modern at- 
tempt at transporting a passenger 
from one planet to another, an En- 
glishman was shot from a rocket on 
the coast of Cornwall, England. 

“If a motor boat propeller is started 
at too high a speed, it merely slips 
through the water, instead of propel- 
ling the boat. The same is true of an 
airplane propeller. The high explosive 
used as a motive power for ordinary 
skyrockets expends most of its energy 
in such slipping, so that nine-tenths of 
the weight of a rocket, propelled by 
the ordinary type of explosive, is re- 
quired to be explosive to send the rock- 
et to any great height inthe air. This 
makes it impractical, if not impossible, 
for such means to be used for getting 


as high as the 
35 miles neces- 
sary to leave the 
earth's atm Os- 
phere. 

“Today, at the 
height of one of the greatest 
inventive periods the world has 
ever known, we have a slow ex- 
plosive, which, wasting a negli- 
gible amount of its energy in 
slipping, Is capable of propel- 
ling 10 times its weight 50 
miles through the air. This principle 
we have had working in our internal 
combustion engines for a long time and 
the airplane manufacturers have been 
experimenting for several years, try- 
ing to adapt the slow explosive for the 
propelling of airplanes by means of a 
direct exhaust. 

“The explosive to be used in this 
experiment was developed ahead of the 
others only by accident. Most of the 
other people have been working with 
tetraethy! of lead, which is poisonous. 
To avold the poisoning, zinc and other 
things were experimented with and the

J. B. S. HALDANE’S 
PROPHECY. 


N connection with Condit’s pro- 

posed trip to Venus, it is interest- 
ing to recall the prophecy of Prof. 
J). B. S. Haldane, noted English 
biologist, published in the Post-Dis- 
patch Sunday Magazine last year. 
Prophesying that the earth would 
gradually become uninhabitable, he 
wrote of the year 25,000,000 as 
follows: 

“...the vast majority of mankind 
contemplated the death of their 
species with less aversion than their 
own, and no effective measures were 


taken to forestall the approaching 
doom. A minority felt otherwise, 
and expeditions to Venus became 
common. \ 
“After 284 consecutive failures a 
landing was established, and, before 
its members died they were able to 
furnish the first really precise re- 
ports as to conditions on that planet. 
Owing to the opaque character of 
our atmosphere on Venus, the light 
signals of the earlier expeditions had 
been difficult to pick up. Infra-red 
radiation, which can penetrate our 
clouds, was now employed.” 


Professor Haldane describes the 
difficulty that the first settlers on 
Venus had in adjusting themselves to 
conditions on that planet. The tem- 
perature of Venus is much higher 
than ours, he believes, and it is also 
his belief that there is much less 
oxygen in the atmosphere surround- 
ing Venus. But, he concludes his 
prophecy, man will adjust himself to 
these conditions.

HE son of an honorable family, 
Baptistin Travail, born in a sub- 
urb of Marseilles in 1879. fell 
among evil companions as he grew up.

Returning home from the army in 
1997, he was fascinated when he saw 
this new contrivance, which was just 
then coming into commercial use, cut 
through a solid piece of steel as though 
it were butter. In those good old days 
for cracksmen the safe manufacturers 
did not pack the shell of their boxes 
with asphyxiating products, to poison 
nocturnal visitors, and so when Travail 
modestly tried out the new blowpipe in 
a jewelry shop in Marseilles one night 
he found it was absurdly simple. The 
jeweler, who lived over his shop, imag-

Be= the Albatross 
continued to exact terrific 
toll from the English every day. 
On the day Richthofen gave the 
above opinion, which was April 
11, 18 planes were shot down. 

The German ace contributed 
one of the victories that made up 
the 18 planes. It was another 
old B. E., and although it did not 
reach the ground whole, its occu- 
pants escaped with wounds, land- 
ing behind the English lines. 

They were Lieutenant E. C. E. 
Derwin and Air Mechanic H. Pier- 
son, both of whom survived the 
war and now live in Australia. The 
fight occurred not two hours after 
they had gone aloft on a photo- 
graphic mission for the British 
Seventeenth Army Corps, which 
was then advancing. 

The two: English airmen landed 
in the front-line trenches, on 
which a terrific artillery fire was 
playing at the time. In spite of 
their wounds they managed to 
crawl away from the wreok of 
their machine and reach the 
safety of an abandoned German 
dugout. 

Eleven days of bloody April had 
passed, and the flying uhlan had 
added nine more victories to his 
record: but this last combat was 
one of particular significance to 
him. 

With his fortieth conquest he 
had at last equaled the record of 
the dead Boelke. Having brought 
his score of air victories up to the

It was sometimes several days 
before Richthofen received credit 
on his claims, and on the day he 
killed Welch and Tollervey, the 
Hizh Command had acknowledged 
Only as far as his forty-fourth, 
which was his capture of Lieuten- 
ant W. O. Russell nine days 
earlier. 

In the following five days 
Richthofen made daily flights at 
the head of his jagdstaffel and en- 
gaged in several combats, but re- 
sults were not forthcoming, and 
he was still three units removed 
from the goal he had set before 
he would go on leave. 

But, with the opening of the 
week beginning April 27 and end- 
ing May 3, the business of killing 
in the air took a brisk spurt.
